OTTAWA, June 16——How the Cana- 
dian troops gallantly and successfully 
assaulted the enemy position and re- 
guined lost ground, is told in the 
“Kye-Witness” official report from the 
front today. The brunt of the fight- 
ing fell upon the Highlanders from 
Montreal, Toronto and the west, along 
with the Western Ontario Battalion, 
re of them attached to the first divi- 
sion, 

The successful assault by the Cana- 
dlans resulted in our lines being es- 
tablished ey, in the same posi- 
tion a& before the big fight at Hooge. 

Three German officers and 150 men 
were captured. The casualties among 
Canadian officers in the last fortnigh 
total 395. $ 

The text of the oficial communica- 
tion today follows: 

About midday on June 6, the enemy 
opened a violent bombardment on the 
left sector of our defences. In the 
afternoon four mines were exploded 
directly under our front line system at 
Hooge. 

The companies of our 28th North- 
Western Battalion, holding this scc- 
tion, suffered severely, and the remn- 
ants of the garrison were unable to 
hold the Germans in check when they 
luunched an attack immediately after 
the evplosion. 


Held to Front Lines. 


The enemy occupied our front line, 
but all his attempts to advance beyond 
that point were defeated by machine 
gun and rifle fire directed upon him 
from our support trenches and strong 
points. 

Simultaneously with thie attack the 
Germans attempted to seize trenches 
further to the south, but were every- 
where repulsed with loss. At one 
point of the front u small party of the 
enemy succeeded in entering one of 
our advanced trenches, ut was 
quickly ejected, leaving behind one 
budly wounded man, 

During a bombardment of our line a 
large German mortar shell weighing 
oversixty pounds, pitched on the para- 
pet and fell into a trench held by our 
5th Western Cavalry Battalion. A 
lance-corporal, Roy A, Edmonds, of 
this unit, dashed forward and picking 
up the bomb pushed it back over the 
purapet. 

Saved Lives of Comrades, 

A*Wécond or two Tater the missife® 
exploded. By his prompt and gallant 
action, Edmonds undoubtedly saved 
the lives of several comrades. 

Following the attack on Hooge, ar- 
tillery duels occurred daily. 

On June 12 all our batteries com- 
bined in a bombardment of the posi- 
tions captured from us on June 2, The 
fire was continuee unill dark, and was 
resumed at midnight with increased 
intensity. At one o'clock in the morn- 
ing of June 13 an attack was deliver- 
ed by our infantry. 

On the left the Western Ontario 
Battalion bombed its way up to our 
original line, although encountering 
considerable opposition, while two of 
our Scottish Battalions and a Toronto 
Battalion, in a ‘magnificent advance, 
rushed rapidly forward until they had 
recaptured the whole of the high 
ground known as Mount Sorrel and 
Observatory Ridge. About 150 un- 
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wounded Germans, including three of- 
ficers, were taken prisoners, 

Assisted by our supporting batta- 
lions, our troops entrenched them- 
selves on the approximate line of our 
original front trenches, which had 
been almost obliterated by the Ger- 
man bombardment of June 2, The 
length of the front recaptured was 
over 1,500 yards. Several attempts to 
counter attack by the German_ it- 
fantry were frustrated by our artillery 


fire.

CITY UTILITIES MAKE BETTER 
SHOWING THIS YEAR THAN LAST 


Commissioners Estimate That They Are $73,000 Ahead of the First 
Four Months of 1915—Figures Are Supplied to Commis. 
sioner Harrison by Comptroller Mouat. 


It is interesting to note the result of 
the operation of the city utilities for 


the four months ending April 30th, 
1916, against the corresponding four 
months of last year, 1915. 

The figures of the four months for 
the present year have been supplied 
Commissioner Harrison by Comptrol- 
ler Mouat, being compiled from the 
superintendent's monthly reports, but 
the covering communication states 
“these figures have not been audited,” 
und in the case of the power house “no 
cepreciation has been provided for in 
the accounts for the four months un- 
der review," 

During thls period in 1916 the elec- 
trie light ahd power department had 
four surpluses amounting to $35,157.52 
For the same¢ period in 1915, there 
were three surpluses amounting to 
$25,662.75, and one deficit of $1 932.- 
37 In April. 

In the four months of 1916 the pow- 
er house had four surpluses totalling 
$37,769.50 and in 1915 four surpluses 
realizing $4,796.17. 

Coming to the street railway, the 
four moths of 1916 show a deficit of 
$24,818.30, and the same four months 
of 1915 a deficit of $50,276.00, 

For the four months of 1916 the tel- 
ephone department had a total deficit 
of $7,613.68, against a total deficit of 
$9,238.59, for the corresponding four 
months of 1915. 

The waterworks department in the 
four months of 1916 have four sur- 
pluses of $5,675.75, against four sur- 
pluses totalling $1,506.81 for 1915, 

The statements show that for the 
four months period of 1916 the five 
utilities had deficits amounting to 
$32,431.98, and the surpluses totalled 
$78,602.78. Less the deficits there is 
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an “apparent net surplus” of 
$46,170.80. 
For the four months of 1916 the 


total deficits of the five utilities are 
given as $61,446.96, and the surplus 
as $33,898.10. Le@ss the surplus there 
is an “apparent net deficit’ of 
$27,548.86, 

In arriving at their conclusions as 
to the comparative results of the four 
months the commissioners had taken 
the “apparent deficit” of $27,548.86 of 
1915 and added it to the “apparent 
net surplus” of 1916 of $46,170,80, thus 
giving a total of $73,718.81 better 
showing on this year's working than 
last, as they qlaim that the deficit of 
1915 has been worked off.

| BRITISH TRENCHES 


EAST OF ZILLEBEKE 
ARE AGAIN SHELLED 


Official Statement Reveals Rather 
Quieter Oonditions on the 
British Front

LONDON, June 16.—The offi- 
cial statement of the campaign in 
Belgium and France, issued by 
the war office tonight, follows: 
“Last night we successfully ex- 
ploded mines in the neighborhood 
of the Bouchez quarries and Cuin- 
chy. An @nemy mine was explod- 
ed near Givenchy, but did no dam- 


uge. 

“Today the hostile artillery was 
unusually active, north of La 
Bassee canal and in the Loos sal- 
ient. Our trenches east of Zelle- 
beke were shelled heavily for a 
brief period this afternoon, The 
remainder of the front was quiet.” 


GERMAN LINE IS 
TAKEN SOUTH 
~ MORT HOMME 


All Attempts of Germans to Re- 
capture Position Fail 
Completely 


PARIS, June 16,—The following of- 
ticlal communication was issued by the 
war office this evening: 

“On both banks of the Meuse around 
Verdun the activity of the artillery 
was intermittent during the course of 
the day. There was no infantry action 

“It has been confirmed that the at- 
tack we made yesterday on the slope 
south of Le Mort Homme gave up 2 
portion of enemy trenches on a front 
of about one kilometre. AN the at- 
tempts made by the enemy to drive us 
back from there have completely 
fatled, The number of prisoners 
taken exceeds 200, including -six offi- 
cers, 

“There has been no important event 
on the other parts of the front. 


“Operations of the army of the 
Orient from the ist to the 16th of 
June: In the region of the Vardar 


river and of Lake Doiran both artll- 
lerles have been active during the 
whole fortnight. The bombardment 
was violent on the 4th, 8th; 10th and 
15th of June. There has been no in- 
funtry action of importance. A few 
patrol encounters have taken place in 
the mountaious region west of the 
Vardar. On the Struma the Bulgar- 
jans fortified themselves hastily in the 
region of Fort Rupel, without pene- 
trating any farther into Greek terri- 
tory. 

“Aviation: The enemy's aeroplanes 
have shown little activity during the 
last fortnight. Our machines bom- 
barded enemy camps and organization 
at Petrio, on the first of June; at 
Petrio, Gievgeli, Istip and Radoviteu 
on the seventh; at Fort Rupel, the 
eleventh, and at Petrio and Strumnit- 
za on the fourteenth. Martial law 
was proclaimed in Saloniki on the 3rd 
of June. Its application did not cause 
uny incidents.” 


REFUSES APPOINTMENT. 

John A. Paterson, K.C., of Toronto, 
announced Friday that he had refused 
the appointment of the Presbyterian 
General Assembly to the chairmanship 
of the finance board. The task, said 
Mr. Paterson, of raising $1,631,000, 
the amount of the budget for the next 
year, was one which required the un- 
divided attention of the appointee to 
the position, He says he has too much 
business to look after to be able to 
discharge the duties of that office in 
addition, 


EDNA LOFTUS DEAD. 

Edna Loftus, one time favorite of 
the London music halls, was buried 
in San Francisco Friday in Cypress 
Lawn Cemetery. She suffered from 
tuberculosis, She had been taken 
several days ago to the city and county 
hospital, where she died. Since her 
divorce from Harry A. Rheinstrom, 
son of a wealthy Cincinnati brewer, in 
1914, she had made her home in San 
Francisco, Learning of her death, 
friends intervened to prevent burial in 
the Potters Fie)J. 


SOME GROCERS OBJECT TO 
NEW EARLY CLOSING BYLAW 


City Clerk Receives Petition Signed by Sixty-eight Names Which 
May Prove Effective Barrier to Passing of Bylaw—Two. 
thirds of Grocers Must Approve of Bylaw. 


Judging from the latest develop- 
ment, it seems as if a section of the 
local grocery store-keepers are going 
to have some difficulty in obtaining 
the by-law for which they are ask- 
ing council, compelling the closing of 
srocery stores throughout the city not 
later than 7 p.m., save on one day in 
the week, 

Yesterday afternoon City Clerk 
Cox received a petition, signed by 
some 68 names, and covered by an 
affidavit, sworn by John Black, ob- 
Jecting to the proposed early closing, 
and this objection looks as if it will 
prove an effectual bar to the further 
progress of the by-law. 

A two-thirds majority of the store- 
keepers affected would be necessary 


to obtain sanction for the measure. 
At the meeting of council on May 
16th, three affidavits were present-

that they had taken a canvass of the 
elty, and that there were 129 stores 


affected and of these 118 were in 
favor of the by-law The petition- 
ers were asking council that the 


grocery stores should be compelled to 
close not later than 7 p.m., save one 
night in the Week and the week be-~- 
fore Christmas. 

Seeing that petitioners had such a 
majority on the sworn canvass, coun- 
cil could not do othenwise than to ac- 
cept the petition, and the City Solici- 
tor was instrucied to proceed with 
the drafting of a by-law to be after- 
wards submitted for ratification by 
council and subsequently by the 
Uleutenant Governor. This by-law 
has been duly advertised, and objec- 
tions could ‘be received up to June 
20th, Now there has come along 68 
grocers who have no desire for early 
closing, so that it appeara as if the 
two-thirds majority is going to be 
somewhat upset.

RECENT MOVEMENTS 
ARE MUCH OBSCURED 


No Word Has Been Given 
Out Yet of Entry Into 
Czernowitz 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 17.—The chief gain 
of ground announced by the Russians 
during the past twenty-four hours was 
on the Austrian centre, which, up to 
now, had held comparatively firm. The 
Fiussians claim to’ be breaking this re- 
sistunce. The main contest has been 
on the front jast north of Buczacz, on 
the Strtpa river. Here the Russtans 
are declared to have overthrown the 
Austrian army and taken 6,000 pris- 
oners, 

ave wie time being the rapid move- 
ment on the Wings and the cavalry 
dash in Volhypia toward the Kovel 
junction seems to have slackened 
somewhat, * morning newspapera 
today print oply brief specials from 
Petrograd and some of these give evi- 
dence of considerable delays in tele- 
graphic transmission. An explanation 
of these delays is given in «a despatch 
from the Daily Telegraph's Petrograd 
correspondent, who says: “It is likely 
that the coursg of events will become 
a little obsou during the next few 
days, for much depends on the secrecy 
of the execution of the manoeuvres 
for which the ‘Russians have now got 
free play.” 

In connection with the report of the 
fall of Czernowitsz, the Daily News 
Tetrograd e¢orrespondent says: 

“The Austrians, before leaving Czer- 
nowitz, entrusted a small committee of 
various nationalities with the duty of 
handing over the town to the Rus- 
sians.” 

The Daily ‘Telegraph's Petrograd 
correspondent, telegraphing Wednes- 
day, says: 

“The news of the entry of the Rus- 
sians into Casrnowits has not yet been 
recelved. _ The detest jon, was 
that th aslins e nearest 
suburbs, while the town had been ren- 
dered untenable to the Austrians by 
the ruccess of a Russian turning 
movement on the north, The Austrians 
were compelied to make a desperate 
stand owing to their imprudently de- 
laying the evacuation,” 

The sume despatch reports the Rua- 
slans have succeeded in making an- 
other big breach in the Austrian line 
near Tarnopol. 


DEMOCRATS 
CONVENTION 
CONCLUDES 


Plank Favoring Votes For Women 
Adopted After a Warm 
Debate 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

ST. LOUIS, June 16—The Democra- 
tic national convention finished its 
work today by adopting the party plat- 
form, exactly as approved by Presi- 
dent Wilson and submitted by the re- 
solution committee, including the 
plank on Americanism and that fav- 
oring woman suffrage, but not until 
the harmony of its three days’ session 
had been disturbed with a row over 
the suffrage plank. 

No voice was raised against the vig- 

orous declarations of the American- 
ism plank, but at one time it looked as 
if the suffrage plank had been lost. 
After Senator Walsh of Montana, had 
told the convention that President 
Wilson himself considered it vital to 
arty success, however, it was voted 
nto the platform by a ballot of 888% 
to 102%. The entire platform then 
was adopted without roll call, The 
convention then convened, 

As it went into the platform the suf- 
frage plank stands, “We favor the ex- 
tension of the franchise to the women 
of this country, state by state, on the 
sume terms ag to the men.” 

The women suffrage leaders consid- 
ered it a much more favorable declara- 
tion than they got from the Kepubli- 
can convention at Chicago. 


BRITISH PUSH 
LINES CLOSE TO 
TURK TRENCHES 


Report Issued of Work Done 
On the Mesopotamian 
Front 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, June 16.-—The British of- 
ficial press bureau today gave out a 
statement dealing with the operations 
in Mesopotamia us foiiows: 

“On the north bank of the Tigris, 
east of Kut-El-Amara, our trenches 
have been pushed to within 200 yards 
of the Turks at Sannayat. On the 
south bank Imma Mansura has been 
occupied, This p.ace is three and a 
half miles south of Magasis. 

“A successful punitive expedition 
has been made against the Arabs who 
persistently cut the telegraph wires 
north of Hamar Lake, Two hundred 
cartioads of grain and some sheep 
were taken from the raided hostile 
Arab tribe, Three of our Tigris bar- 
ges were sunk by Turkish artillery on 
June 10.

OTTAWA, June 17.,—Four oasualty 
liste were issued by the department of 
militia during the past twenty-four 
hours—the first in the afternoon, the 


night, and the last at 1:80 this morn- 
ing. In all, they contained, 667 re- 
ports. In addition to these official lists 
private advices to the minister of mil- 
itia reported the following officers’ 
casialties; Four killed in action, one 
wounded and believed killed, three 
seriously wounded, thirty wounded, 
and one reported killed, bringing the 
total casualties among officers from 
the recent battles up to 395, 


The afternoon list contained 60 re- 
ports, 37 of whom were killed in action 
three dead of wounds, one dead of 
sickness, five missing. four wounde/ 
and missing, and ten wounded. None 
of the next of kin of these reside in 
Canada, 

Two hundred and fourty-four  re- 
ports comprised the eight o'clock list, 
and with the exception of 15 the rela- 
tives of all of these live in the British 
Isles. Of the 15, the next of kin of 
six are unknown, three are in Ruasia, 
one in New Zealand, one in Belgium, 
two in Australia, one in Madagascar 
and one in South India. This large 
list is made up as follows: 18 killed {n 
action, 4 dead of wounds, 29 missing, 
one dangerously ill, 16 suffering from 
shock, one previously reported miss- 
ing now unofficially prisoner of war, 
and 175 wounded, 

The midnight list was also lengthy, 
containing 201 names, a large percent- 
age of whose next of kin live in Cana- 
da, Of the eleven killed in action, 
§ were from Western Caanda and two 
from Eastern Canada, In addition to 
these the list reports four dead of 
wounds, thre dangerously ill, 16 miss- 
ing, one previously reported missing, 
now officially reported wounded and

So far as farmers and market 
gardeners are concerned, who are in 
the habit of coming into Edmonton to 
market their produce, or would do so 
if proper accommodation was pro~- 
vided, there is no” Joubt that they aro 
in favor of any effort that would give 
them any sort of shelter at the Rice 
street site, or rather ‘Dominion 
Square,” as it should now be properly 
called. 

Mingling with the farmers who now 
bring in their goods to Rice street 
market, a series of chats yesterday re- 
vealed the definite fact that they are 
thoroughly in sympathy with the 
Consumers’ League, which is now en- 
deavourinfi to obtain from council the 
erection of a shelter at the market for 
the convenience of buyers and sellers 
alike. Incidentally, they also support 
the policy of the Bulletin, which has 
strongly advocated the establishment 
of market bulldings at Rice street. 

Plebiscite on June 20th. 

Recently the Consumers’ League 
petitioned council to pass a bylaw giv- 
ing authority for the erection of a 
shelter at the site, and as the result 
‘council consented that a_ plebiscite 

should be made on June 20th, when 
the money bylaws are put to the vote, 
asking if the public are in favor of a 
temporary building be erected at Rice 
street. If the plebiscite is favorable, 
there is little doubt that some build- 
ing will follow, and none will be better 
| 


pleased than the farmers, who now 
have no protection from sun or bad 
weather, either for their goods or 
themselves. 

Quite recently, during the heavy 
rains, it was striking evidence of the 
inadequate conditions to see the ven- 
dors with their women folk secking 
shelter by the side of their Waggons, 
or under tarpaulins, which insuf- 
ficently sheltered them and their goods 
alike, while others deserted their 
wagons and sought votre in_ stores, 

Shelter Is Much Needed. 

Yesterday, William Miller, who is a 
market gardener, located north of the 
city, and the first man to come back 
to Rice street last year, after having 
tiven up the 101st market in disgust, 
said that he produced his own stuff 
and marketed it himself. What would 
suit him moat of all would be the erec- 
tion of a shelter where rigs could be 
backed into, and which would pro- 
tect the stuff sold and the sellera from 
the weather, Also that such bullding 
should be for the use of bonafide 
farmers and market gardeners alone, 
and hucksters kept out, as they were 
the bane of the old market on Rice 

{street. There, owing to the fact that 
| hucksters were allowed to occupy the 
whole of the front along the paving, 
the legitimate producers were crowd- 
ed out. Mr. Miller remarked that 
speaking as a producing salesman he 
would at any time disapprove of any 
such building on Rice street following 
the lines of the 101st street market. 
The plan of the building was all wrong 
anid much too ornate for the practical 
buuiness of a farmer who brought in 
his stuff to market, Such a bullding, 
he held, tended to nothing but the en- 
couragement of middlemen, who 
merely acted as retailers of what they 
had previously bought. Asked as to 
the class of business done at Rice 
streét now, Mr. Miller said that especi- 
ally towards the end of the week a 
good class of buyers dealt at the mar- 
ket. He had customers right from 
101st street to 124th street. 

Shelters Would be Great Boon. 

Mrs. Peterson, who has a big stand 
for flowers and plants, seedlings, ets., 
at the market, and has land northeast 
of the city, said that it would be a 
great boon to have some shelter erect- 
ed, even if only of a temporary nature. 
Mrs. Peterson added: “We lose one- 
half of what we bring in now, because 
of the exposure, and the stuff is not in 
good shape when customers buy for 


the same reason. If we had shelter 
we could sell cheaper because our 
losses would not be so big.” Mrs 
Peterson also added tnat she bad some 
good class customers and would have 
more if there was shelter for the stock. 
Wants Place For Varmers, 


G. C, Berube, a farmer 18 miles 
southeast of the city, said that he 
would disaprove of any building 


being »ut up for the benefit of huck- 
sters, same as the previous market 
buildings, He wanted a place where 
the farmer could drive in, put up his 
waggon and sell his produce, that was 
when he had anything to disnose of. 
Mr. Berube's idea was that, as many 
farmers could not come in every da 
that there should not be any per- 
manent stand-holding, save in the case 
of those who did come regularly and 
kept their own particular pitch, Others 
should be able to come in, pay for 
their stand under shelter without any 
distinction being made, sell their stuff 
and leave and come again when they 
wanted, Mr. Berube spoke strongly 
against any regulations limiting farm- 
ers to any special time for selling. 
Could Do Good Business, 

T. L, Mountain, who sells white fish 
at the market, was very strongly in 
favor of provision being made where 
meat or fish could be dispored of under 
conditions which compiled with the 
bylaws. Mr. Mountain said: ‘We dd 
to sell $2,000 worth of meat and h 
here on a Saturday and, buying it a 
few cents cheaper than the whole- 
salers, we could always give the cus- 
tomer a good deal. We had a good 
trade here and some of the best cus- 
tomers in town, and if shelter was pro- 


vided we could do good business 
again.” 
Others on the market maintained 


the same attitude, and generally the 
opinion is that if the citizens wan‘ to 
use the market with profit, some sort 
of shelter must be provided, both for 
their benefit and that of the traders,

Industrial Conditions Announce! as 
Somewhat Improved—Help

Ottawa, June 16—A slight increase 
in the cost of living is indicated in the 
monthly report of the department of 
labor as to wholesale prices, The in- 
aex number advanced during the 
month from 178.1 to 180.9 for April. 
The chief increases appeared in grain 
and fodder, avimals and meats. Dairy 
products were jower in price. Ketall 
prices, on the whole, showed a_ very 
slight advance as compared with the 
previous month, 

Industrial and commercial condi- 
tions improved during the month and 
there was a pronounced improvement 
in building aperations in many parts

World's Tin Production 

The tin production of the world is 
about 120,000 long tons annually. 
Over half of this comes from the Fed- 
erated Malay States, while Bolivia 
contributes 18 per cent. The Dutch 
islands of Banka and Billiton, in the 
Jaya sea just southeast of Singapore, 
rank next to Bolivia in importance. 
Cornwall produces 6,000 tens annual- 
ly, as do also South Africa and Ni- 
geria combined, while Australia and 
China contribute 4,000 tons. Corn- 
wall has been famous for tin since 
prehistoric times, and 40 years ago its 
output Was al the rate of 12,000 tons 
per aanum. The North American 
continent produces practically no tin 
—only a trivial amount from Alaska. 
The bulk of the Americah’ consump- 
tion of tin—and the United States is 
the largest user of tin in the world— 
goes to make cans for preserving the 
plentiful output of salmon, beef, vege- 
tables, fruit, ete. The valuable pro- 
perty of not tarnishing and of being 
resistant to the decomposing action of 
air, water, and the common acids and 
ilkalies is what makes tin preferable 
for plating iron and for making cans,

GOLDEN CHANCE 
BEFORE CANADA 


Dairy, Meat and Wool Products 
Will Go Still Higher In 
Price 


There is no branch of agriculture: in 
which increased production is more 
desirable than in live stock, In both 
Canada and the United States, de- 
spite the ever progressive inroads of 
artificial means of locomotion, horses 
have grown in numbers gince the be- 
ginning of the century. Cattle and 
swine have increased in Canada to 
some extent, but not in anything like 
equal proportion with the percentage 
that has been added to the popula- 
tion, Sheep, a most economical ani- 
mal to keep and breed, have decreas- 
ed materially, In the circumstances 
it is hardly strange that prices of 
meat, of woo), of dairy products, are 
in the ascendancy, and well 
tained. That they will go higher yet 
is the opinion of all who have studied 
the situation, in their report the 
Commissioner of Inquiry into the Cost 
of Living tersely describe the state 
of cuffairs in this fashion: 

“The increased cost of live stock is 
due to under-production, The 
crease in cattle has not kept pace with 
the increase in population in the prin- 
cipal cattle-raising countries, except- 
ing Australia, 

“Farmers tell us they have found 
dairy work, and some other produc- 
tions of the farm, more remunerative 
than waising live stock, and that those 
conditions have tended to a falling off 
in the supply of cattle.” 

he conditions here described are 
more marked jin the United States, 
There between 1900 and 1913 the 
population increased 24 per cent, 
while the cattle decreased 30 per 
cent. In Russia, Argentina and Bra- 
zil there were also decreases, In 
france, Germany, the United King- 
dom, and AustrideHungary there were 
slight increases, but only in France 
at the same ratio as the population, 
In Australia alone was there relative- 
ly a greater growth in the number of 
cattle than of people... In Canada the 
population during: the, period anen- 
tioned increased 35 percent, but in 
cattle only 20 per cent, Those facts 
are surely pregnant with significance 
of the opportunity that lies before 
Canada in the breeding of cattle. ‘The 
same state of things exists, only in 
a more emphatic way, as regards 
sheep, and evea, as regards swine the 
depletion Jast year was of such ex- 
tent as to produce a certain méagure 
of scarcity this year. While prices 
fell in 1915, owing to an overstocked 
market and the demand for money, 
this year for hogs and all bacon pro- 
ducts there has been a marked rise. 

With the foregoing outline of home 
matters before them it is hard to be- 
lieve breeders will fail to recognize 
the profit that will likely accrue from 
increased production in all lines of 
live stock. If, with the present diffi- 
culties of shipment overseas, the mar- 
ket is buoyant, it is surely reasonable 
to expect that its activity will be 
greatly accelerated when the warring 
nations shall have reached an agree-) 
ment, and decimated flocks and herds 


have to be renewed and revived, 
When that good time arrives, not 
only the twenty million men under 


arms, but a large part of the general 
population of Kurope will hail with 
mixer anticipation the chance to once 
more enjoy fresh-killed beef, mutton 
and pork, Breeders, too, will hasten 
to restore their Vanished or decimated 
stocks, A dozen countries will then 
clamor for cattle, sheep and pigs, 
Canada with her channels of supply 
open, with her nearness to the sources 
of demand, will then ‘be in the most 
favored position to avail herself of 
the situation to the full, and to ob- 
tain a reputetion that will last. Can- 
ada must build up her reserves now. 
Her farmers will tind it mecessary to 
exercise to the limit of industry and 
judgment in improving and increas- 
ing their stocks, They will need to 
maintain a steadfast eye upon the 
best. They will have to practice with 
the utmost and wisest assiduity that 
thrift for which they have always 
been, noted. In meeting these condi- 
tions they will enjoy the happy satis- 
faction of knowing that in eerving 
themselves they are serving their 
country, They will also be taking ad- 
Vantage of a golden opportunity.

Competition with forelgn goods has 
shown conclusively that the domestic 
manufacturer must prdduce an arti- 
cle that is up to the standard in qual- 
ity, must deliver it at the time speci- 
fied, and must also meet the price, If 
he can do all these things there is no 
reason Why he should not have a 
practical monopoly of the home mar- 
ket, said President G. N, Juckson, of 
the Winnipeg board of trade, in his 
recent address, “Millions of dollars’ 
worth of goods that are now brought 
into the weat could be manufactured 
in this part of the cnutry, and it is 
so me a matter of surprise that we 
should have continued to import them 
We have, or can procure, the raw ma- 
terials; we have the power facilities;

arrangments, The supply of labor 
presents some problems, but these can 
be overcome, The question of natural 
resources is intimately associaied with 
that of manufacturing, and increased 
attention Is being paiad’to this sub- 
Ject.”

SMALL INVESTOR IS 
FACTOR IN WALL ST. 


Here is an astonishing statement: 
Out of 600 active members of the New 
York Stock Exchange eighty are 
known as “odd jot” dealers, says John 
M,. Oskison. More than one in eight 
are serving the sinall trader who use 
to find his way either to the “cur 
market or to the “bucket shops,” 
where they never had a chance. 

The old theory was that the small 
man hed no business in Wall street. 
lt was « game for the big fellows who 
had capital and sources of information 
denied the average citizen, 

In the old view, buying and selling 
securities (so-called securities) was a 
gume. It was that above everything 
else; the intrinsic worth‘of what was 
bought and sold didn’t much matter, 

The Old Theory, 

Under the oid theory, the small man 
who went to Wall street with a tip, 
or merely with an attack of gambling 
fever, deserved to lose all he risked. 
Wall street nen were frank about it, 

Yet the small men persisted in go- 
ing. More of them insisted that they 
were not gamblers but investors, They 
demanded that their money be used so 
buy sound securities, They learned to 
uvoid the bucket shop. 

Virst, a single firm of Stock (Ex- 
change brokers began figuring a way 
to care for these small customers, 'This 
firm took a lot of trouble to handle 
the small accounts, and it emphasized 
the importance of safety to the small 
nan, it sold “baby bonds” of $100 
denomination to him, ‘Then it work- 
ed out an instalment plan of payment 
for the accommodation of the real in- 
vestor of limited means, 

Others Fell Into Line, 

One by one other Stock Exchange 
firms fell into line; now eight men 
of the 606 who habitually use the floor 
of the exchange devote themselves tu 
the fellows who buy in smaller lots 
than the old 100-share unit, 

On a recent day the “odd lot” brok- 
ers were responsible for the support 
of a weakening market. They con- 
tributed a total of 200,000 shares to a 
total business which ran under 800,000 
shares, It is said in Wall street that 
a floor broker who is expert in hand- 
ling these small orders can @uslly se- 
cure # guarantee of from $10,000 to 
$15,000 a year from firms that are 
going after such customers, 

The small man is helping to revolu- 
tlonize the stock market in more ways

ALBERTA WEALTH 
GOING TO WASTE 
ALL THE TIME 


Few People Realize Value Repre- 
sented by Prairie Grass of 
Province 


In these days of conservation and 
efficiency, it is remarkable how few 
people realize the enormous wealth in 
the form of prairie grass that is lit- 
erally going to waste in the western 
provinces of Canada. Alberta, for ex- 
ample, with over 100,000,000 acres of 
arable land, has only about four mil- 
lion acres under cultivated crops. The 
remainder of this cnormous tract is 
growing prairie grass—grass of great 
richness and succulence, famous for 
the quality of the beef steers it pro- 
duces, 

Great (Possibilides, 

For unkyown centuries nature used 
this graes to maintain the enormous 
herds of buffaloes that then roamed 
over it, but since the arrival of the 
white man the buffalo has disappeared 
and has not jbeen replaced. True, 
there is some grazing done; Alberta is 
an important producer of grass fed 
horses and cattle, but the compara- 
tively little that has been accomplish- 
ed only serves to emphasise the possi- 
bilities which remain, 

A careful estimate by the Live Stock 
Commissioner of Alberta shows that 
there are nearly 2,000 townships of 
land in the province which are as yet 
too far from railways to be protitably 
used for grain farming, but which are 
suitable for stock-raising. This takes 
no notice of lands close*enough to 
railways to be used for ordinary farm- 
ing, but which are still, unoccupied. 
It is the estimate of the Commissioner 
thar the.unoccupled grazing lands out- 
side of the raikway belta would pro- 
duce live stock to the value of $14,- 
900,000 a year, This Ith at the 
present time jis being a lutely lost 
to the world for lack of settlers, 

To the farmer it may/@ot appear 
that this is a matter which concerns 
him; it seems to be more of a ranch- 
ing proposition. ‘But it is of great im- 
portance to the farmer ag well. Most 
farmers either have land on 
their own farms, which, has not yet 
come under cultivation, or there are 
adjoining unoccupied landa where the

stock running on the unoccupied 
areas, there is always a demand for 
winter feeding by farmers, Many 
farmers already make a good income 
simply by allowing range cattle to 
run on their stubble fields and feed 
in their straw stacks during the win- 
ter, This is a double economy; it 
turns the straw into monéy, and it 
saves its fertilizing value for the soil. 

With the constantly soaring price of 
beef, and the cheapness with which 
live stoch can be produced in West- 
ern Canada, it seems a safe assertion 
that Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta are to play a continually in- 
creasing part in supplying the world 
with meat. 


WAR AFFECTS GOLF 
CLUBS IN BRITAIN 


LONDON, June 16—The war has 
made great inroads on the member- 
ship and income of most of the golf 
clubs in England, and the result has 
been that for a long time the labor 
employed has been reduced to a mini- 
mum. Some clubs have disbanded 
and the land broken up and turned 
to agricultural use. Most of the pro- 
fessionals, their assistants and the staff 
have either gone to the front or are 
ineligible for military service, Cad- 
dies, as far as many clubs are con- 
cerned, have ceased to exist, 

It is expected that the experiment 
will be made of employing women as 
green-keepers and for indoor work in 
the club.

COMPLETED FOR 
ATHLETIC MEET 


Amalgamation Day Sports Will be 
Novel Event—Part of Moral 
and Physical Test 


Arrangements are now completed 
for the athletic end of the Amalgama- 
tion Day Meet at South Side athletic 
grounds, July Ist. The athletic events 
will be confined to boys between the 
ages of 13 and 20 and will be run 
under the Canadian standard efficiency 
test regulutions, 

The entries must be received at the 
Y. M. C, A. by 10 o'clock Thursday, 
June 22nd, and all boys entering must 
tring a card from their Sunday school 
or other religious club superintendent, 
are fit members to con 
pete for such organization, This re- 
gKulation is made for the following 
jeasons: In entering this meet the boy 
not only competes against his fellow 
competitors, also against a stan- 
dard set for each event. The passing 
of the standards in the athletic events 
is merely a part of the necessary qual- 
ifications for pass the physical tests in 
the Canadian standard efficiency tests, 
which includes not only physical but 
also mental, moral and social stan- 
dards, For this reason the meet is 
closed to those boys who are members 
of some organization at present con- 
ducting the C. 8. £. T. program, or 
are liable to do so. The boys who are 
in the clubs at present using this sys- 
tem are reminded that this will be the 
only opportunity to participate in the 
standard competitions, 

Into Five Groups, 

The competitors are divided into five 
groups, according to weight. The 
groups being: under 80 pounds, 81 to 
95 pounds, 96 to 110, 111 to 125 
pounds, and unlimited. This ensures 
that a boy will not be taxed beyond 
lis powers to attain the standard, and 
also that he Will be competing against 
boys of his own size in the events, andl 
will not be up against competitors 
larger than himself, 

The events to be pulled off are 

A short sprint, 60-yard potato race,

berta. 

Although it was not their intention 
to re-enter the talloring business, a 
few months of Alberta sunshine fully 
restored the senior partner, who could 
not resist the splendid opportunity 
that was here for really good tailor- 
ing. Opening up in a modest way in 
1906, they gave the men of Edmonton 
their firsi opportunity to get high-c.ass 
custom clothes. 

The story from 1906 to the present 
time is one of unprecedented growth, 
absorbing in that time the bdustne: 
of five of theocal tailoring concerns; 
and outgrowing their premises no less 
than four times in ten years, Their 
present quarters would do credit to 
uny city in ;America. 

In January, 1916 a business mana-

‘Major Kenneth Perry, mentioned in 
recent casualty lists as wounded in 
the terrific fighting of the Canadians 
at Ypres, is a son of Commissioner 
Perry of the R.N.W/JM.P., and a bro- 
ther-in-law of Inspector G. L. Jenn- 
ings, of the Edmonton Headquarters 
Staff of the Mounted Police. Major 
Perry enlisted with the 13th High- 
Jland Battallon of Montreal, formerly 
the old Fifth ‘Royal Regiment. A 
year ago at the first big encounter of 
the Canadians at Ypres, Major Per- 
ry was wounded, but recovering went 
back .to the ‘firing line and marvel- 
lously escaped injury wuntil a few days 
ago when he was again incapacitated 
during the big German, drive, 

During the engagement of a year 
ago, Major Perry was one of the few 
survivors of the 13th of Montreal that 
Kucceeded in cutting their way 
through the German hosts that had 
surrounded the Canadians at St. 
Julian, 

In a recent letter to relatives in 
this country, the major recited the 
incident of how three times in one 
day the battalion was forced to move 
its headquarters staff to a different 
place-owing to the incessant bursting 
of shells. in close proximity to their 
tent door, It Is mot yet known .juat 
how seriously Major Perry has been 
injured this time, but it is confidently 
hoped by his many friends in this 
country that his injuries will not 
prove fatal. .
